Produétion of alsike-clover seed this year is forccast at 409,400 
bushels (24,564,000 pounds) of thresher-run secd comparcd with 436,200 
‘bushels (26,172,000 pounds)’ in 1946 and tho 1936-45 avorago of 320,420 
bushels (19,225,200 pounds), the Bureau of griculturol Economics roportod 
todaye Tho Gepercent decline in production from last year is due to an 
indicated small reduction in acreage, offsct only in part by on oxpectod 
slightly larger yield por acree Smnallor crops than last year aro forecast 
for Now York, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigon, Wisconsin, Iowa, and 
Idahoe But larger crops are in-prospett for Minnesota, Orogon, and 
Califomine 


A total of 151,200 acres is expected to be harvested this ycare This 
is 7 porcent smaller than the 162,100 acros harvested Inst yoor, but 4 
percent largor then the 10-year average of 145,720 acres. Acreage in a 
majority of “tates is only about two-thirds as lerge as in 19466 


Although yield per acre this yoar in cach of the producing States 
excopt Illinois is indicated to be either the same as last year, or a little 
smaller, the’average for the United States, forceast at 2071 bushcls 
(163 pomds), is 1 porcont larger then in 1946 (2.69 bushels) and 19 
porcent above tho average of 2.27 bushcls (136 pounds). 


Loss in cleaning tho alsike-clover secd this yoar is estimated at 
19.8 percente This compares with 20.8 percont in 1946 and the 1941-45 
averago of 20.0 percents. The disposition survey made least spring indicatod 
that 9065 percent of the 1946 crop of clsikc-cloveor secd was sold to 
dealers. If this perecntage prevails this year ond production of clean 
seed turns out as forocast, dealors may be expectod to handle 17.8 million 
pounds of clean scod from the 1947 crop, compared with 18.8 million pounds 
of the 1946 crope 


Harvesting of alsikceclover seed in tho Contral Statos began about 
8 days lator than last yorr but a doy carlier than in 1945. Dates on which 
harvesting begon or was expected to bogin were: July 30 in Illinois; 
August 2 in Iowa; August 5 in Wisconsin; August 7 in Ohio md Hichigan; 
August 9 in Minnesota; August 12 in Indiana; and August 17 in Idaho. 


Current supplics of alsikeeclover scod, including production and 
carry-ovor, totaling 22,070,000 pounds of clcan sced, are 2 porcont largor 
than in 1946 and 26 percont above the 1941-45 averages The breakdown of
